The Los Angeles.Office has advised that a member 
of the Inspection., Staff, Off ice of Economic Opportunity (OEO), 
Washington, D. C., contacted the Los Angeles Office on 
October 2, 1967, and advised that captioned individual is 
a "detached worker*^' at the Westminster Neighborhood Association, 
a delegate agency of OEO in Los Angeles, California. He said 
that since this agency is a recipient of Federal funds, OEO 
would like to take administrative steps to terminate Jacquette's 
employment and he requested FBI assistance in the form of 
leads from public sources. The Los Angeles Office advised the 
OEO representative that he should seek, this assistance through 
regular liaison channels at the Bureau in Washington, D. C. 

Jacquette, a Negro, has been a speaker on programs > 
during which he has called for armed_r ebellion of the blacks 
against Caucasians. His arrest record includes arrests for 
batt ery. , robber y, a nd bu rglary.

in each field office would more conveniently be maintained in the individual case files. 
The use of index cards was considered at the time the SAC Letter concerning the RRI 
was issued but, because it was anticipated that this would not be a large index, the idea 
of using cards was discarded. Thus far, the largest number of names nominated by one 
office for the RRI is twelve. Domestic Intelligence Division noted that Las Vegas, the 
office from which the suggestion was received, only nominated one name for inclusion in 
the RRI. It now appears there will be fewer than 100 names included in the RRI at the 
Seat of Government. Also, the preparation of cards in the field for maintenance would 
require retyping onto the card the identical information included in the write-up sub¬ 
mitted to the Bureau. This division recommended against all elements of the idea. 

Due to the views set forth above, the Training Division agrees the 
work involved in making cards for this index is not warranted and that photographs would 
not add to the write-ups but should be maintained in the substantive file.

BEVEL 
has called the war in Vietnam a war of aggression against the 
people of Vietnam, a racist war and a murderous war against 
colored people. He has called President JOHNSON a murderer at 
an antl^Vietnam demonstration held in New York City on 
April 26, 1967, stating that if JOHNSON wated to kill, he should 
start with his own family. At this affair BEVEL said, "We here 
will decide what the Government will be when we take over".

If .you make 
them live by their own rules 
you'll destroy them." 

The man dispensing this ad¬ 
vice In a deep, rumbling voice 
was Saul Alinsky. a tou^-talk- 
ing, hard-bitten organizer who 
calls himself a "professional 
radical.” ' •' 

In the laH 25 years, Mr. Alln- 
sky’s brand of radicalism has 
had its principal Impact In Chi¬ 
cago, where he organized the 
poor into tight-knit community 
action. organizations in the 
Back-of-thc-Yards and Wobd- 
lawn sections. 

Intensifying Activities 

But ho\y the self-styled "pro¬ 
fessional radical" is intensify¬ 
ing bis activite.s around the na¬ 
tion. This summer he Is leading 
a group organizing Negroes in 
Rochester, N.Y. During tiie fail 
and winter other action groups 
will be set up in Detroit, Buf¬ 
falo. Kansas City, Mo., and 
perhaps other cities as well. . 

Meanwhile, Mr. Alinsky has 
started a series of intensive 
training programs to indoctri¬ 
nate Protestant ministers, Ro¬ 
man Catholic priests and lay or- 
ganizor.s from all over the coun¬ 
try in the tactics of ."social sur- 
igery." 


Thursday, after completing 
three weckS~ur~letturc.s to a 
group of DO Episcopalian min¬ 
isters here et the Claremont 
Colleges, he moved to North¬ 
ern California for another 
training session with 60 Pres¬ 
byterian ministers, also from 
different parts of the country. 

Mr. Alinsky plans to accept 
an'invitation to transplant his 
doctrines to South Africa later 
this year. He also Is completing 
a boolti "Rules for Revolution," 
setting forth his coiitrovcrsia! 
social phllascip_hy. The first sen¬ 
tence will state: 

"Machlavelil wrote Tlic 
Prince' to toll the 'haves’ how 
to keep it; this is a book to'toll 
the ‘have hots' how to take It 
away." 

' Basically a Tactician 

Though he iilifis to talk abodt 
revolution, Mr. Alinsky is bas¬ 
ically a tactician and organizer j 
rather than an ideologist. ln-[ 
deed, he has nothing but scorn 
for political and religious 
dogma and liberally seasons his 
lectures to ministers with sar¬ 
castic comments about organ-1 
Ized religion. r 

Though he has emerged as a 
major, figure in the civil rights 
movement, Mr. Alinsky con- 
fes.ses: 

^ "1 never aspired to be a tlvil 
rights leader; I'd be Just as 
happy organizing peer whites 
as twr Negroes." 

A lifelong left-winger in poll- 
Iks, Mr. Alinsky nonethlftss has. 
nothing bub. contempt for Com¬ 
munism or even "n rofesslbnat 
liberals." He recalls:

To Mr. Alinsky "a libera! is 
a guy who walks out of a room 
when a discussion turns hito a 
fight.” 

: At the core of his activities 
is an organization called the In¬ 
dustrial Areas Foundation, set 
up in. 1940 with support from 
.Bishop Bcmai-d J. Sheil. the 
Catholic prelate, Marshal Field, 
the merchant, and labor groups. 
The foundation, based in Chi¬ 
cago, has no endowment. Its 
offices are manned only by, Mr. 
Alinsky and h secretary. 

Trains Orgaiilicrs 

The foundation’s Incorho, 
which will- amount to roughly 
J250.000 this year, stems from 
civic and religious groups that 
pay Mr. Alinsky to train their 
own organizers or to help set up 
grass roots organizations. His 
salary Is 525,000 a year. 

At present the foundation’s 
principal support comes trom 
church groups, a contrast to 
the situation that existed in the 
early 1940’s when labor unions 
were important contributors. 

' "The unions are now the 
haves—they’re part of the sta¬ 
tus quo," Mr. Alinsky says. 
"The Christian churches arc 
now taking the leadership in 
social change.. Though I am a 
Jew It saddens me to note that 
the Jewish organizations are 
nonparticipants even . though I 
know of no other group in 
which there is such rampant 
anti-Semitic feelings as among 
the Negroes.’ 

Mr. Ailn.sky says his founda¬ 
tion refuses to enter a com¬ 
munity except on the invitation 
of local groups. In Rochester a 
prosperous community that was 
the scene of racial riots last 
dummer, the Rochester Area 
Council of Churches. raised 
$100,000 to bring Mr. Alinsky 
and bis organizers to town. 

Announcement of the invita¬ 
tion was greeted with attacks 
from the local pres.s and from 
white civic leaders who de¬ 
nounced Mr. Alinsky as a rov¬ 
ing troublemaker. Mr. Alinsky 
In . turn labeled Rochester 
"Smugtown 'U.S.A.," and 

charged: 

. "Rochester Is like a Southern 
plantation. It reeks of paternal¬ 
ism." 

Mr. Alinsky welcomed- the 
newspaper coverage of the at- 
Irc^ q

projects, Mr. Alinsky remained 
aloof from the day-to-day bat¬ 
tle. He made only occa.sional 
visits to town, though remain¬ 
ing in daily telephone commun¬ 
ication with his chief organizer, 
Edward Chambers. - Within 
tlirce montlis Mr. Chambers had 
organized a group called 
FIGHT, for F'rccdom, Integra¬ 
tion, God, Honor, Today, mod¬ 
eled after the militant Wood- 
lawn Organization of Chicago. 
FIGHT purports to rcpi'csent 
two-thirds of Rochester's 30,- 
000 Negroes, which critics say 
is an exaggeration. 

FIGHT'S objectives In Ro¬ 
chester are similar to those of 
other Alinsky-backcd groups 
— better housing, decisive ac¬ 
tion against slumlords, more 
job opportunities, school inte¬ 
gration and a greater .voice In 
government. The tactics are 
militant and unorthodox. 

"Sit-Ins don’t achieve , much 
any more," Mr. Alinsky told 
the ministers here . last week. 
"They're now part of the ex¬ 
perience ' of the power 
structure.” • ' 

Mr. Alinsky admits he Is 
more uneasy about Rochester 
than any of his other ventui-e.s. 

"This is going to be a long 
hot summer for me," he says. 
"If there's violence they'll blam 
blame it on me even though 
my hoys have only been in 
Uiere a couple of months." 

Mr. Allnsky's venture in De¬ 
troit represents a,departure for 
his organization. 

"The civil lights leaders there 
wanted us very badly but 1 
told .them l just didn't have 


any trained staff that I could i 
send,” he notes. ’’They said ^ 
they would sCnd their people tq, 
work in pur projects and train 
themselves. I then agreed that 
I woiilt! personally go to De¬ 
troit three days a month to 
supervise. If this sort of thing 
works out. the foundation could 
greatly expand the scope ofi its 
work ' -L we eouid go into 15 
other cities that vzant us but 
have been turned down because 
of lack of staff." 

Even while expanding the 
scope of his activities, Mr. AVin- 
sky regards with growing in¬ 
dignation the possible impact 
of the Federal antipoverty pro¬ 
gram on grassroots action 
groups. 

The 'net effect of the Federal 
program, he believes, will be to 
set up a "huge political pork 
barrel” that local machine pol-; 
iticians will use to suffocate in¬ 
dependent community organi¬ 
zations. Dissenters will be 
"bought off with jobs paid for! 
b.v Federal funds, according to. 
Mr. Alin.sky, j 

To combat this threat, he ' 
and his organizers are preachy 
ing the doctrine that “the 
■have-nots’ will • not just .\)d 
handed opportunity or freedom 
on a sliver platter; they have 
to take it through their own 
efforts."'- f '■ 

'.’Ali I stand for- is real ce- 
mocracy and that means 
popular participation and mili¬ 
tant organization,” saya Mr.;

(E) RABBLE,RO,XXSER.INDEX -- Section 122E of the Manual of Instructions 
sets forth instructions regarding the Rabble Rouser Index being maintained 
at the Bureau and in the field. In view of the growing problems created by 
local rabble rousers from the standpoint of internal security, the criteria 
for recommending individuals to be included in the Rabble Rouser Index 
is being expanded. Henceforth, the criteria for inclusion will be 
(1) agitators who have demonstrated by their actions and speeches that 
they, have a propensity for fomenting disorder of a racial and/or security 
nature and (2) have attracted such attention, nationally or locally , as to be 
of significant interest with regard to the overall civil disturbance picture. 

A rabble rouser is defined as a person who tries to arouse 
hpeople to violent action by appealing to their emotions, prejudices, et 
^cetera; a demagogue. 

You will note that under prior criteria the Rabble Rouser 
Index served as an index only for individuals of national prominence with 
particular consideration given to those who travel extensively and was 
limited to those fomenting racial disorder. It is the intent of this expanded 
criteria to have within each division as well as nationwide an index of 
agitators of all types whose activities have a bearing on the national 
security. This would include, for example, black nationalists, white 
supremacists, Puerto Rican nationalists, anti-Vietnam demonstration 
leaders, and other extremists. As you were previously advised, the 
fact that the individual is on the Security Index or the Reserve Index does 
not preclude his inclusion on the Rabble Rouser Index. 

Each Special Agent in Charge is instructed to submit a letter 
under the above caption to the Bureau within 30 days from the date of this 
letter setting forth the identities of the individuals residing within the 
field divisions who are being recommended for inclusion on the Rabble 
Rouser Index under the expanded criteria. In accordance with existing 
instructions, an original and four copies of a separate write-up should 
be submitted regarding each individual recommended using the sample 
format previously furnished to you.

. (B) RABBLE ROUSER INDEX (SUBVERSIVE CONTROL) -- Effective 

immediately in view of the widespread racial unrest the Bureau will 
maintain a Rabble Rouser Index. This Index will consist of the names, 
identifying data, and background information of individuals who are known 
rabble rousers and who have demonstrated by their actions and speeches 
that they have a propensity for fomenting racial disorder . It is desired 
that only individuals of prominence who are of national interest be in¬ 
cluded on this Index. Particular consideration should be given to recom¬ 
mending those individuals,^ this category who travel extensively. Such 
individuals as I l and Stokely Carmichael of the Student 

Nonviolent Coordinating Committee and George Lincoln Rockwell of the 
American Nazi Party are typical examples of the type of individuals to 
be included. The fact that an individual is on the Security Index or 
^ Reserve Index does not preclude his inclusion on the Rabble Rouser 
Index.^^ 

Each Special Agent in Charge is instructed to submit a letter 
under the above caption to the Bureau within 15 days from the date of 
this letter setting forth the identity of the individuals residing within 
field divisions who are being recommended for inclusion on the Rabble 
Rouser Index. An original and four copies of a separate write-up 
should be submitted regarding each individual recommended in accord¬ 
ance with the enclosed sample format. Make certain that information 
contained in the succinct resume of activities section of the Index card 
clearly shows the reason the individual should be included on the Index. 

If Bureau concurs with the recommendation one copy of the write-up 
will be stamped approved and returned to the field office. These ap¬ 
proved write-ups should be retained by the field office in alphabetical 
order in a loose-leaf binder labeled Rabble Rouser Index. This Index 
should be afforded the same security as the Security Index. After 
submission of the initial letter, any necessary charges, deletions, or 
additions should be made and the original and four copies of corrected 
write-ups should be forwarded to tlie Bureau by letter under the above 
caption. An administrative tickler should be prepared to review the 
Index every three months to insure that all information is current and 
accurate. Appropriate Manual changes are being prepared. *-

As the President of the Bogalusa Voters League, 

A. Z. YOUNG has organized and led civil rights demonstration 
and marches in Louisiana. He has concentrated his activities 
in the Bogalusa area and there have been numerous racial 
incidents in that city which are characteristic of a racially 
tense area. YOUNG has met with the Mayor of Bogalusa, Louisiana 
and other political leaders on numerous occasions and has 
presented Negro grievances to them at these times. YOUNG 
has also been active in Negro voter registration in the 
Bogalusa area, vt 

On July 10 and 11, 1966, YOUNG led a march sponsored 
by the Bogalusa Voters League (BVL) from Bogalusa to Franklinton, 
Louisiana. Upon arrival at the Washington Parish, Louisiana, 
Courthouse on July 11, 1966, YOUNG was one of several speakers 
whose speeches dealt mostly with "Black Power" and the aims 
of the Negroes in Washington Parish, Louisiana, u. 

According to an article in the New Orleans Times- 
Picayune newspaper, January 11, 1966, YOUNG told newsmen 
during an interview that if violence should erupt during this 
march he "believed in protecting my own" but would not further 
elaborate. There was a sign during this march which read, 

"Move over or we'll move you over - We’re the greatest." 

During the march the marchers chanted "The Ku Klux Klan 
must go." YOUNG also was attributed in making a statement 
if any incidents occurred "We will march all the way to 
the State capitol in Baton Rouge, 

YOUNG also was the leader of a Negro march on 
July 23-24, 1967, sponsored by the Bogalusa Voters League 
from Bogalusa to Franklinton, Louisiana, uc 

Upon arrival at the Washington Parish Courthouse on 
July 24, 1967, YOUNG was among several speakers all of whom 
espoused "Black Power," During his talk YOUNG told the 
assembled crowd that he was tired of marching and that the 
Negroes in Watts received benefits when they burned Watts and 
that "We're going to burn in the State of LouisianaK

legitimate Negro civil rights leaders In Dayton. He vas 
^,.^a member of the CP at Dayton, Ohio, from 1946 until 1948 
' ^according to ARTHUR PAUL STRUNK, a self-admitted CP member 
at Dayton. Be has been in contact with JESSE GRAY, who led 
a Harlam rent strike and who according to a confidential 
source in 1958 was the organizer of the Harlam Region of 
the CP during that year when the position was terminated. 

Some years ago UC INTOSH had an organization named 
the West Side Citizen's Counsel in the Dayton West side which 
is predominantly Negro. He later obtained a charter for a 
^ local chapter for the Congress of Racial Equality (CORE) becoming 
its local chairman; however, he was relieved of this chairmanship 
when National CORE revoked the local charter in about 1964. 

MC Iint>SH then formed the Non-Violent Direct Action Committee 
(NVDAC), a local civil rights group, but on 6/7/66, was 
ousted as its direntor because of unpaid bills, bad check, 
failure to take action on complaints and threatening to 
picket business establishments if they did not contribute to 
his cause. The Dayton Police Department has received 
various complaints about MC INTOSH threatening to picket 
businesses if contributions were not made. Ee has frequently 
complained about police brutality. He has had no visible 
means of support, u. 

Several years ago he picketed one of the large 
department stores, alleging discrimination in hiring, 
eventually engaging in a sit-in during which he was 
arrested. At the beginning of the racial disturbance in 
Dayton on 9/i/66, he demanded a meeting with city officials 
under threat of a full scale riot. City officials refused 
to meet with him and a full scale riot did not materialize 
although he attempted to organize rioters without gaining 
real support. He seeks public attention to build himself as

a Negro leader but is not recognized as such by responsible 
civil rights Negro leaders in Dayton. 

In November, 1966, he was an independent candidate 
for the State Ldgis-lature but was not elected, receiving 
few votes compared to the other candidates. Re has participated 
in various demonstrations, sit-ins and protests on local 
and national civil rightswell as in protests on 
the Vietnam war. ia. 

In December, 1966, he was a leader in urging 
a rent strike at the Joy Homes, a Federal housing project. 

On January 14, 1967, he was Involved in picketing 
In front of the Federal Building protesting the handling 
of ADAM CLAYTON POWELL. He threatened demonstrations on 
5/6/67 and 5/13/67 in^ayton and on 6/12/67 in Dayton with 
four other persons^ ^e appeared at the Supporting Counsel on 
Preventive Effort (SCOPE) Headquarters for about 20 minutes 
in protest of failure to authorize adequate funds for Moving 
Ahead Together (MAT) , a subordinate antl->poverty agency 
under SCOPE. 

He invited H. RAP BROWN of SNCC to speak at a 
West Dayton Job rally which was held on 6/14/67, at the 
Wesley Community Center with H. RAP BROWN and WILLIE RICKS 
in attendance as speakers. Both of these individuals are 
officers of the Student Non-Violent Coordinating Committee.u 

Several years ago MC INTOSH was also involved 
in the Organization for Black Power, a meeting for which 
was scheduled for Dayton, but cancelled.u. 

On 9/®/67, MC INTOSH issued a statement through 
the news that a Black Power Convention would be held in 
Dayton 9/23-24/67, with Dayton chosen because of a warrant 
Issued for the arrest of H. RAP BROWN and because of 
denial of Federal funds to MAT.U. 

On 9/22/67, it w^s learned that this convention 
had been cancelled with no reason given, ia* 

In October, 1967, MC INTOSH pled not guilty 
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Cl 100-8104 


to local charges of resisting police officers and assault 
and battery after, he and his vlfe became embroiled with 
the police over a charge of violating Dayton^s anti-noise 
ordinance. Complaint had been made that the MC INTOSHs 
were using a loud speaker to familiarize people in the Vest 
Side community with their House of Knowledge, which MC INTOSH 
claims is a place where "they can read and secure literature 
on the Black Revolution". UC INTOSH said the House of 
Knowledge is a family business. tA

Re Bureau letter 12/20/67, instructing that Kansas 
City submit recommendations as to exclusion or inclusion, 
in captioned matter of ALVIN L. BROOKS and MICHAEL JAMES 
MILLER, based on Kansas City letterhead memorandum (LHM) 
dated May 3, 1967, captioned "POSSIBLE RACIAL VIOLENCE, 
MAJOR URBAN AREAS - KANSAS CITY DIVISION, RACIAL MATTERS", 
which indicated that BROOKS had indicated " some possible . 
accord " with STOKELY CARMICHAEL; and that MILLER had been 
active in questionable or subversive groups on the west 
coast prior to coming to Kansas City, Missouri, about the 
first of 1967.lA 


A careful evaluation of voluminous information and 
of opinions of reliable sources indicate that BROOKS and 
MILLER should not be recommended for inclusion in captioned 
index at this time, for the following reasons: 

At the time of referenced LHM, BROOKS’ definition 
of the catch-words "Black Power", reported by local news 
media, appeared to indicate (erroneously, it follows) that 
BROOKS might be in "some possible accord" with the militant, 
separatist, or violent concept of "Black Power", as defined 
by STOKELY CARMICHAEL, H. "RAP" BROWN, and other nationally 
publicized leaders of SNCC.and.CORE. However, at the time 
BROOKS* definition was publicized, "busy" Kansas City news 
media were publicizing definitions and discussions of 
"Black Power" by several other and reputable local Negro 
leaders, which differed little from BROOKS' purported 
definition. Such Negro leaders included HAROLD L. HOLLIDAY, 
Kansas City attorney, Missouri-^i^te legislator, and State 
Head of the NAACP; LEE V, Kansas City attorney. 

Metropolitan President of the NAACP, sometimes acting 
municipal judge, and recently appointed County Counsellor; 
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LOUNNEER PEMBERTON, Executive Director, Kansas City, Missouri, 
Urban League; and GEORGE HALEY, Kansas City, Kansas, attorney 
and Kansas State Senator. None of these, including BROOKS, 
has espoused or recognized the concept of Black Separatism,, or 
a necessity or inevitability of violence; rather, they 
recognize in varying degrees a need for greater Negro 
leadership and participation in community solutions of Negro 
problems, not to exclude . white leadership and participationj 
their beliefs definitely oppose .the separatist belief of only 
"black folks doing black folks' business". 


FOIA(L) ! - 


As chairman of the small local Kansas City, Missouri, 
CORE Chapter (consisting of approximately forty active members, 
a substantial.number of which is white), BROOKS has followed 
the example for several years of his predecessors, that is, 
local CORE'S following a course independent of NAACP and most 
other local legitimate civil rights groups; this is a normal 
situation apparently for, in fact, the experience of all 
leaders of separate civil rights organizations in Greater 
Kansas City is that they must try to resolve factional and 
political problems in their own organizations, u. 

Known personality traits, pressures, and background 
of BROOKS would require a lengthy documentation. In' brief, 
BROOKS, age 35, heads a Catholic family of several children 
and takes care of several other underprivileged children in 
his home. BROOKS worked hard for years as a Kansas City, 
Missouri, Police Department Patrolman for a promotion and at 
the same time attended graduate night coursestowards a Masters 
Degree in Sociology for several years at the University ef 
Missouri at Kansas City, Missouri, both unsuccessfully. 

BROOKS was-commended several times as a patrolman, but 
apparently was not promo.ted due to an offensive personality 
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trait of too much "I" and ego. Some of BROOKS' resentment 
toward the Kansas City, Missouri, PD seems understandable to 
some, based on his ambitions, industry, and commended ability, 
though he finally resigned from the Kansas City, Missouri, PD, 
feeling his nonpromotion was due to racial discrimination. 

Since his resignation, he worked long hours several months, 
despite some periods of physical ailment, for a city welfare 
agency, in a Catholic Charities Center for the poor; for the 
past several months he has had a responsible job paying about 
$11,000.00 a year under ROBERT WHEELER, Negro Assistant. 
Superintendent of Schools, in handling large Federal aid funds 
in areas of need.vc 

During his first year as Local CORE Chapter Chairman, 
BROOKS was also a vice president of the Council for United 
Action (CUA). Apparently feeling CUA was getting too much 
credit,, publicity-wise, in demanding and obtaining employment 
of Negroes through peaceful picketing and economic boycotts, 
BROOKS began such tactics successfully himself against certain, 
retailers with small representations of CORE members during the 
summer of 1967. Though BROOKS' tactics of demonstration did 
not receive participating support of other civil rights groups, 
the employment results obtained were not disapproved by 
outstanding community Negro leadership. A climax to BROOKS' 
apparent differences with CUA came at GUA's annual election 
convention in November, 1967, when BROOKS led CORE delegates 
in a walk-out from the convention over alleged undemocratic 
election procedures, v- 

Such reputable Negro leaders as LEE SWINTON and 
LOUNNEER PEMBERTON, outstanding liaison contacts of the 
Kansas City Division,frequently have expressed definite 
knowledgeable beliefs that BROOKS, to date, is not only 
opposed to, and has created -no, tensions toward a potential 
for violence, but is a responsible leader of CORE as a 
legitimate civil rights group. SWINTON and PEMBERTON 
reiterated these beliefs on 12/27/67. ia. 

An article in the Kansas City Times , daily Kansas 
City, Missouri, newspaper, dated 12/28/67 reflects BROOKS' 
overwhelming victory in re-election on 12/26/67 as Chairman 
of the Local Kansas City, Missouri,CORE Chapter. The news 
article was generally complimentary to BROOKS, saying he 
had decided to run for the Chairmanship because of his 
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opposition to a philosophy of "black folks doing black folks' 
businesses". Vote for BROOKS as Chairman, according to the 
article's headline, was an endorsement of BROOKS' policy of 
integrated leadership 

As to MICHAEL JAMES MILLER, Industrial Areas 
Foundation (lAF) advisor to CUA, and a Security Index subject 
of the-Kansas City Office, there is no Inown local extremist , 
hate, or subversive group with which MILLER could be affiliated 
in the Kansas City Division. MILLER'S Job as lAF advisor to 
CUA ;is under the direction of SAUL ALINSKY, Chicago lAF Director 
There is no present indication that MILLER will do anything 
of significance without the approval of ALINSKY, Despite 
"controversial" ALlNSKY's national reputation as an agitator, 
all known indications in the Kaness City Division to date 
are that ALINSKY and his lAF carefttlly avoid any basis for 
a valid charge of influencing tensioil towards violence in 
lAF’s projects nationwide.u 

miller's IAF role as CUA advisor in Kansas City, 
Missouri, has been to remain in the background of CUA activities 
carried on substantially in the form of occasional "quickie" 
but peaceful small demonstrations and picketing led by local 
Kansas City, Missouri, CUA leaders (largely Negro clergymen> 
who to date have had little, if any, adverse effect on the 
Kansas City, Missouri, Negro community and ghetto.^ .U. 

The Bureau has been advised in detail since early 
1966 as to the formation, activities, and the financing 
of CUA by approximately $125,000.00 contributed mainly by 
two leading local white church groups, Catholic and 
Episcopal. The Episcopal church council recently voted 
its final $10,000.00 of financial support for CUA, according 
to LOUNNEER PEMBHITON, who sits with the council. PEMBERTON, 
a top local Negro professional -in' matters of employment, 
civil rights groups, and knowledgeable of racial conditions, 
at this time agrees with LEE SWINTON, NAACP leader, and Lt. 

JAMES HITCHCOCK, Law Enforcement Intelligence Unit, Kansas 
City, Missouri, Police Department, that there is no reason to 
anticipate a significant potential for racial tension or 
violence in CUA activities. MILLER'S Job as IAF advisor to 
CUA is expected to terminate at the termination of ALlNSKY’s 
IAF contract with the church groups in forming and advising 
CUA, It is PEMBERTON'S understanding that this contract may

terminate^, by June, 1968. PEMBERTON informed on 

12/28/67 that a substantial number of GUA leaders and 
members have for sometime been disenchanted with MICHAEL

This is to advise that the investigations on the four 
individuals mentioned in Little Rock let to Bureau, 1/8/68, are 
all currently awaiting investigation by other divisions. Little 
Rock is withholding definite recommendations concerning whether 
or not these individuals should be included in the Agitator 
Index until the results of the investigation requested of these 
other divisions is known; however, investigation by the Little 
Rock Division to date in all of these cases indicates these 
four individuals are not logical candidates for inclusion in 
^ the Agitator index in that sources and informants have advised 
that these individuals are not considered troublemakers at 
^ this time, it appears that the original information concerning 
these individuals may have been exaggerated and the activities 
^ of all of these individuals were closely watched during the 

recent racial violence which occurred after the assassination 
of Rev. MARTIN LUTHER KING, JR., and it was determined that none

As to the proposal to verify residence and employment every six months, this 
division pointed out that current requirement is that this information be verified 
every three months.

Further, with respect to regional aspects, it would be 
difficult to determine the limits of any given region for administrative 
purposes since some of these indivi(hials have, on occasion, traveled 
from one area to another with no pattern of contiguity, as regards their 
normal bases of operations. However, althov^ it is not believed 
feasible for the Bureau to initiate the procedure you suggested, there is 
no objection if field offices wish to exchange such information with their 
neighboring offices. ^

actual savings Are involved. The Washington Field Office 
has estimated that $31,91 would be saved by eliminating reports 
and substituting letterhead memoranda in each case. In 
arriving at this figure, the Washington Field Office felt 
that while the average report would run around 15 pages Including 
pages of administrative date, a succinct letterhead memorandum 
could be reduced to no more than eight pages, thus saving seven 
pages of typing at $.85 a page, or $5,95 a report. Savings in 
Agent hours were estimated at four per subject and when computed 
on the basis of Grade GS<-13i| amounts to $25,96, thus resulting 
in a total stenographic and Agent savings of $31,91 per subject. 
This would amount to an annual savings field wide of approximately

A story in the Courier Journal, Louisville, 
Kentucky, a newspaper of general circulation on 3/1/67, 
who reported that the Committee on ^en grousing was 
cool to suggestions of the technicians but that Reverend 
A. D. WILLIAMS KING had not openly repudiated them. 4 ^ 

The Louisville Times, Louisville, Kentucky, 
a newspaper of general circulation,on 2/28/67, reported 
that at an open housing meeting on 2/27/67, at which time 
it was expected that the Louisville Board of Aldermen 
would begin to consider an open housing ordinance. Reverend 
A, D, WILLIAMS KING reportedly said that the committee on 
open hosing had decided to withdraw threats of demonstrations 
until the Board of Aldermen had a chance to act. He was 
quoted, "I want it clearly stated that we don't think it 
is necessary to demonstrate in Louisville. We don't want 
to demonstrate. We hope the Board of Aldermen will act... 
we're going to be quiet

The story noted that KING had reversed an earlier 
state/ 9 .ent by a team of "technicians 14 

On 2/27/67, a source reported that when the SCLC 
technicians from Chicago arrived in Louisville they 
expressed disappointment over the ol^ious lack of followers 
under Reverend A. 0. WILLIAMS KING.^ 

The Louisville Times on 1/24/68, reported that 
at a meeting of high school students, Reverend A. D. WILLIAMS 
KING in a talk to the students stated that instead of 
"burn baby burn," students should concentrate on "learn 
baby learn" in order to "earn baby earn."t< 


The Louisville Times on 3/15/67, reported what 
is believed to be the first police action during the 
series of demonstrations. On 3/14/67, about 20 demonstrators 
were forcibly removed from the Aldermanic Chambers in City 
Hall by police. The demonstrators had attended an Aldermanic 
meeting expecting action to be taken on an open housing 
ordinance, when none was taken, they refused to leave when 
asked and ordered to do so. Reverend KING was the first to 
be dragged off. Reverend LEO LESSER, JR., was also dragged 
out of the building. KING later claimed that his wrist was 
injured by a policeman who attempted to make KING walk. 

His daughter ate received a minor injury in being removed. 
Following this Incident, KING was quoted as stating 
"escalation begins today," and "as we walk we will be 
seeking to negotiate with city officers." U 

The Courier Journal on 3/29/67, reported that the 
first large scale confrontation of forces for and against open 
housing occurred on the night of 3/28/67, at a meeting of 
the Louisville Board of Aldermen, u 

A shoving match resulted outside of City Hall 
when only 200 persons were permitted to enter the building 
to attend the Aldermanic meeting. Supporters and opponents 
of open housing were attempting to force their way into 
City Hall.^

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At one point, Reverend KING, as a spokesman 
for the Committee on 3pen .fusing, reportedly urged 
his followers to be calm and thereafter the "’surges" 
toward the Aldermanlc Chambers were quiet and orderly.^ 

KING was permitted to enter the Chambers, but 
later led his followers outside before the Aldermanic meeting 
began, stating "We want it known that tickets (issuance of 
tickets of admission to the Aldermanlc Chambers) aren’t 
going to keep us down."^ 

On 3/30/67, according to police sources, open 
housing supporters picketed a meeting of the Concerned 
Citizens Committee, which group opposed open housing 
legislation. At one point, a number of the pickets 
who were mostly teenagers, attempted to push through the 
doors of the auditorium in which the open housing opponents 
were meeting, but were kept out by persons stationed at 
the doors. ^ 

As a result of this disorder, police arrested about 
20 juveniles including the daughter^ of Reverend A. D. 

WILLIAMS KING, h 

The Courier Journal on 3/31/67, noted that these 
were the first civil rights arrests in Louisville since 
June, 1964, when 7 persons were arrested in connection 
with a demonstration, u. 

During the course of the series of demonstrations, 
demonstrators were arrested at various times for failure to 
comply with certain regulations and failure to comply 
with an injunction finally obtained by city authorities. 

The only disorder caused by demonstrators was occasioned 
by their refusal to cooperate with arresting police, 
going limp and sitting down in the streets when they were told 
that they could not demonstrate. During the later marches, 
the demonstrators obeyed regulations set up by a court 
order and were responsible for no disorders themselves.

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Beginning in April, white hecklers began 
following demonstrations, throwing objects, calling 
demonstrators names, and otherwise harassing demonstrators.U 

The hecklers were not organized and represented 
no particular organization. Many of the hecklers came from 
the area in which the demonstrations were being held. 

When demonstrations were held in the South End of Louisville, 
there were a large number of hecklers, but when held in 
Louisville's East End, usually considered to be a better 
residential area, there were few hecklers, n. 

Reverend A, D, WILLIAMS KING was among 7 leaders 
against whom an injunction was obtained by the City of 
Louisville. The Injunction among other things provided 
that the demonstrations could not be held at night. 

KING and the other leaders were held in contempt 
for violation of the order in attempting to stage n march 
on the night of 4/14/67, the day the injunction 
issued. ^ 

KING and other leaders made threats regarding activ¬ 
ity to disrupt the Kentucky Derby, and as a result of these 
threats, the Derby Eve parade was cancelled,.'Shortly before 
the Derby it was announced that no disruptive action would 
be taken, u. 

In the November, 1967, election, 11 out of 12 
Republican Aldermen were defeated giving the Democratic Party 
complete control in the Board of Aldermen. ^ 

It is generally considered that the failure of the 
Republican Board of Aldermen to an open housing 

ordinance was responsible for their defeat in the election. ^ 

Among the first acts of the new Board of Aldermen 
when it took office in December, 1967, was to pass an open 
housing ordinance which was acceptable to open housing 
supporters,

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The Courier Journal on 2/2/68, reported speculation 
as to possible civil rights demonstrations in connection with 
the 1968 Kentucky Derby. A number of civil rights leaders 
were quoted as opposing any civil rights demonstrations at 
this time. Reverend A. D. WILLIAMS KING reportedly stated 
that he could not foresee a need for demonstrations this 
year. t< 

The above review contains all of the statements 
attributed to Reverend A. D. WILLIAMS KING bearing upon 
tactics to be used in the demonstrations. It is to be 
noted that most of his statements advocate peaceful or 
moderate activity and at no time did he openly advocate 
violence. The nearest he came to what might have been con¬ 
sidered fomenting^ disorder was in connection with his remarks 
about activity to* disrupt the Kentucky Derby and nothing came 
of this threat, u. 

During the review of the 1967 open housing 
demonstrations, it was noted that Reverend LEO LESSER, JR., 
seldom made any statements and his only activities seem 
to be walking at the head of the marchers in apparent 
position of leadership.!^ 

Unless the mere fact of leading a peaceful 
demonstration qualified a subject for inclusion on the 
Rabble Rouser Index, it is 9 ^ felt that available data 
fails to justify the inclusion of Reverend A. D. WILLIAMS 
KING or Reverend LEO LESSER, JR., in the Index. l\ 

It is to be noted further that Reverend LEO 
LESSER, JR., has reportedly become pastor of a church in 
Nashville, Tennessee, although he reportedly continues 
to maintain his residence in Louisville, Kentucky.

After reviewing Bufile 157-7782, it was determined 
that the following described documents would answer the ques¬ 
tions posed in Mr. Stern's letter of 3-19-74 and as a result 
of his 4-12-74 briefing:

From a reading of these documents, it would appear 

I that we could not show Mr. Stern the original documents; 
however, we could allow him to see deleted copies of these 
documents. It is also noted that Mr. Stern was advised during 
his briefing that, since the Rabble Rouser Index has been dis¬ 
continued, we were unable to tell him how many persons were 
listed thereon. 

This matter was discussed with representatives of the 
Intelligence Division who indicated they would oppose voluntarily 
making these documents available to Mr. Stern, even though we 
maintained control and custody of same. These officials stated, 
however, should Mr. Stern be afforded access to these documents,

In reviewing Mr. Stern's request, which is merely to

thereby maintaining custody and control over them, we would not 
be put into the position of going on record by writing to him. 

At the same time, we could satisfy his desire for primary source 
material and avoid future litigation for access to these documents. 
In addition, the rapport which was established with Mr. Stern 
during his briefing on 4-12-74 could be further nurtured and 
Bureau representatives who are in frequent contact with 
representatives of the press would have an opportunity to 
establish further rapport through this personal contact with 
him a lA.

Each Special Agent in Charge is instructed to submit a letter 
under the above caption to the Bureau within 15 days from the date of 
this letter setting forth the identity of the individuals residing within 
field divisions who are being recommended for inclusion on the Rabble 
Rouser Index. An origiiml and four copies of a separate write-up 
should be submitted regarding each individual recommended in accord¬ 
ance with tlie enclosed sample format. Make certain that information 
contained in the succinct resume of activities section of the Index card 
clearly shows the reason the individual should be included on the Index. 

If Bureau concurs with the recommendation one copy of the write-up 
will be stamped approved and returned to the field office. • These ap¬ 
proved write-ups should be retained by the field office in alphabetical 
order in a loose-leaf binder labeled Rabble Rouser Index. This Index 
should be afforded the same security as the Security Index. After 
submission of the initial letter, any necessary changes, deletions, or 
additions should he made and the original and four copies of corrected 
write-ups should be forwarded to the Bureau by letter under the above 
caption. An administrative tickler should be prepared to review the 
Index every three months to insure that all information is current and 
accurate. Appropriate Manual changes are being prepared, u.

FREEDOM OF INFORMATION ACT MATTER 


By letter to the Direct^ dated 3-19-74 Mr. Stern requested 
information concerning the FBI* s i ^bble-Rou ser hidex. We responded 
to that letter 3-27-74 indicating that Mr. Stern would receive an additional 
response in the near future. It was recommended by Mr. Mintz on 3-27-74 
and approved by the Director ^hat Mr. Mintz and I speak with Stern personally 
and attempt to answer his questions and thereby avoid another law suit 
against the FBI. 

On 4-12-74 Mr. Stern came to my office and Mr. Mintz and I 
discussed the Rabble-Rouser hidex with him. lii particular, the memorandum 
dated 3-22-74 which was prepared for the assistance of Assistant Attorney 
General Henry Peterson entitled, "Rabble-Rouser Index," was thoroughly 
discussed with Mr. Stern. Mr. Stern asked if it was permissible for him 
to take notes to which I acquiesced. In addition to the material as £6n?ained 
in that memorandum, Mr. Stern also inquired as to how many pe^le w^e 
listed on the hidex. He was advised that the list was not extensive and dt its 
outset was mainly concerned with leadership individuals who werV-^r^mpting 
to arouse people to violent actions by their emotions and prejudices./1, of 
course, advised him that there could not be an exact count made bemuse the 
Index had been completely destroyed as of 4-27-71. He recognized this fact 
but wondered if it was 5,000, 10,000 or whether I could give him a round 
figure.. I told him both of those figures would undoubtedly be too high inasmuch 
as^my definition of ’’not extensive" would certainly be somewhat 
bufe.jthat'I have no way to determine the exact figure f llSd~. *^0

Mr. Mintz pointed out to Mr. Stern that our greatest concern 
here is the principle of security of FBI files. The discussion of the Rabble- 
Rouser Index was intended to esqjlain to him the nature of the program and the 
fact that it has been discontinued. Mr. Stern said that in television reporting 
it is very useful to be able to hold up a document to demonstrate the fact that 
he was able to obtain original source material for a story. It was asked of 
Mr. Stern whether he considered the impact such a presentation would have 
on the American public who to now has been given assurance that informa¬ 
tion communicated to the FBI would be held in ccg^^nce. Stern said he recog¬ 
nized the problem that such a presentation would <^)sate but that the presenta¬ 
tion of news stories is guided by other factors, including whether other stories 
are available.

Dear Director Kelley: 

Over the past several days your Public Information staff 
(essentially George Quinn)^nicely but firmly declined to answer 
my query, what is' the FBI xabble-Rouser Index? u. 

It was understood when I asked my question that I was NOT^eeking 
access to any investigative file. I was NOT seeking the names ofj 
anyone listed in the Index or those who compiled the Indelc. Yet. 
last Friday, I was informed that the subject matter was exempt fijrom 
public discussion by the Bureau " as an investigative file .”.^ 

That is a position which stands both law and logic on its head. 

The right of all to know what programs our government is 
operating is beyond challenge. Nor are responses to reasonable 
questions likely to jeopardize any legitimate interest of the 
Bureau; the existence of such a list is well-known to genuine 
subversives; the Bureau HAS acknowledged its existence. . What are 
being withheld are those details that could be used for a truly 
open, yet responsible, review of the policy and management of 



the Index. 
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What I wish to Icnow is when the Index operated, approximately 
how many persons are listed, and what criteria are used to 
place them on the Index, and, perhaps, subsequently, to 
remove them from the Index? I have no objection to having 
all names and descriptions of,investigative techniques removed 
from such documents. ^ 

I hnow of your sincere interest in making the FBI a more open, 
accountable organization. And I appreciate your many past 
kindnesses. Nonetheless,.please consider this a formal 
Freedom of Information Act request which I will pursue 
vigorously.

RABBLE ROUSER INDEX 


In the Spring and annmer of 1987, racial tensions wWch had been 
festering since the early 19603 reached a climax in the United States. Within 
a period of approximately six weeks, major riots which were racially 
motivated occurred in Tampa, Florida; Cincinnati, Ohio; Atlanta, Georgia; 
Newark, Nev/ Jersey; and Detroit, Michigan, u 

These events had a profound effect on the nation. On July 29, 1967, 
President Johnson issued Executive Order 11335 £;stabiishing the National 
Advisory Commission on Civil Disorders. Its ni‘,s.sion v/as to study the riots, 
determine v/hat had happened, v/hy they had happened, and what could be done 
to prevent their occurrence in the future. The executive order specifically 
directed the FBI to provide investigative information and assistance to tlie 
Commission. In his aildress to the nation a^mouncing the establishment of the 
Commission, the President stated the Commission would have access to all 
^ FSI data on the riots. He further instructed the FBI to continue to exercise 
* its full authority to investigate the riots and to search for evidence of conspiracy.v«. 

The Questton of conspiracy 02 = organized activity in the riots was 
iiuportanto V/as there any planning or organization in any of the riots were 
issues ail concerned with the iiivestigation of the riots sought to resolve. As 
a matter of fact, on Soptember 14, 1967, tiien Attorney General Ramsey Clark 
reiterated the President's earlier order by speciticaliy dii*ecting the FBI to 
investigate the conspiratormi aspects of the riots and among other tilings to be 
in a position to determine the whereabouts of persons who might be Involved in 
inet^ating riot activity in violation of Federal iaTy, u 



It had been the FBPs finding that there certainty existed in the nation 
militant individuals who encouraged violence, stirred up emotions and odier- 
v/ise created the atmosphere within which disordtirs erupted. On August L. 1937, 
FBI Director Hoover testified to these findings before the President's 
Commission, u 

During the testimony, former Mayor of New' York City John V. Lindsay, 
Vice Chairman of the Commission, specifically £vsked the Director if tiie FBI 
could total up aaid fully identify the number of individuals who were eapal'le of 
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instigating civil disorders. Lindsay stated with such Information the 
Commission could realize wliat the hard core amounted to. Mr. Hoover 
responded the compilation of such Information was possible, 

In this climate, faced with the problem of how we could better fulfill 
our investigative responsibilities regar^ng these riots, serve the President's 
Commission, and anticipating illegal riot-related activities fully within our 
jurisdiction, the Director ordered the Bureau to compile an index of individuals 
in a position to instigate civil disorders. The index became known as the 
Rabble Houser Index and was formally established August 4, 1967. 

A rabble rouser within the meaning of the index was defined as a 
person who attempted Ip arouse people to violent action by appealing to their 
emotions or prejudiced. One who advocated and endeavored to influence others 
to participate in violence. It was to include those who by their actions demon¬ 
strated a propensity to foment racial disorder. Special consideration was to 
be given to including individuals who traveled extensively. Originally, only 
individuals of national prominence were included. ^ u 

The field offices recommended individuals for Inclusion on the index. 
Ultimate approval for listing was at FBI Headquarters level, u. 

In the practical area of determining and defining an jndividual*s 
propensity for foinoatir^ racial disorder, the emphasis was on action and real 
potential for stirring up violence. Hollow-voiced advocacy in and of itself v/as 
never considered sufficient. There had to be a past history of successful 
agitation, person.al involvement iiv acts of violence, affiliation with an organi¬ 
zation with a violence-beut philosophy and other such factors, u 



The Index contained names, identifying data and background iriforrnatlon 
on tliose considered rabble roueers. The master index v/as maintained at S'DI 
Headquarters and consisted of a card-type index bearing identifymg date of all 
ind’vicVmis qualifying under Bureau critcrir.. Bach field cfflca rnaintaineu a 
listing of Iftdlviduais qualifying as rabbis rousers in that particular' territory, U 
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The Index was maintained for investigatory purposes. It enabled the 
FBI to more efficiently meet its mvestigative duties within the field of civil 
disorders by Identif Ting and keeping track of thore individuals who might 
b'avel from area to area to Incite disturbances. 

On November 26, 1967, the field was ordered to expand the index so 
as to include 1) agitators who demonstrated by Uieir actions a propensity for 
fomenting disorders of a racial and/or security natux*e, and 2) attracted such 
attention nationally or locally as to be of significant interest with regard to 
the overall civil disturbance picture. This new criteria thus included 
individuals local in nature as well as those with a potential for fomenting civil 
disorders based on an espousing of subversive>type ideals, u. 

On March 21, 1968, the designation "Rabble Rouser Index" was dropped 
and the index became known as the Agitator Index. This change was made 
1>6ca.u6e as a result of the expansion of the index it was felt the term "Agitator 
iTKlex" was a more accurate description, w 

The Agitator Index continued in operation until April 27, 1971, when 
Headquarters advised tlie field offices to discontinue it. This was done beca\ise 
the tenor of the times had changed making the index unnecessary in our 

investigations. 

Upon Its Uirmlnation, all cards maintained in the master index and 
by tlie vai'ious field offices wiiich identified individuals on the Index were 
destroyed, u

Comprehensive reports have been submitted concerning 
each AI subject and dissemination has been made to the Department 
and Secret Service. Quality informants have been developed 
who report on the activities of AI subjects. 

AI is no longer the necessary administrative tool it 
once was and it appears it has served its purpose. We certainly 
will not suffer from its discontinuance as extremist subjects 
involved are adequately followed through SI and those individuals 
not warranting inclusion on SI are afforded investigative 
attention commensurate with nature of their activities as such 
comes to our attention. For these reasons and to streamline 
our operations, it is recommended the AI be discontinued. The 
field will be required, if this recommendation is approved, to 
specifically review each case file pertaining to AI subjects 
and to submit recommendations to the Bureau concerning any 
subjects whose current activities would qualify them for inclusion 
on SI.

The suggester states the AI is maintained at the Seat of 
Government and by each field office under the same secure 



conditions afforded the Security Index (SI); however, no provisions are made for filing 
at the relocation site. Manual of Instructions, Volume IV, Section 122D, items 6 and 7.“ 

ADVANTAGES : SA Brumble advised the AI contains identity of those individuals 

believed to be responsible for any type of agitation during times of 
public disorder or riot. It would appear consistent, therefore, for these individuals 
to possibly become so involved in such activity during time of crisis such as would 
prompt the implementation of relocation of Bureau field offices. By having index 
available at the relocation site at such a time, this should be of great assistance to 
the Bureau in handling its responsibilities in coordinating intelligence activities, 
specifically, insofar as civil disorders which might occur thereafter, t*- 

DISADVANTAGES : SAC Santoiana, Tampa, noted that individuals on the AI could be 

equally or more important than those in the SI in time of National 
crisis. He, therefore, felt it would be to our advantage to include the AI under the 
"Detention Program" to implement the idea and he recommended adoption, u 

The Domestic Intelligence Division noted that at the present time 
there are 909 AI cards. Consideration has been given in each instance with regard to 
the need for apprehension of these individuals in time of National crisis and more than 
50 per cent of those on the AI have been deemed dangerous enough to come in this 
category and, therefore, have been added to the SI. In view of this procedure, this 
division believed that those on the AI who warrant being considered for apprehension 
will be so considered at the time of any Natipnal crisis and it^ecommended idea not ..

Domestic Intelligence Division noted that a similar suggestion was 
made in March of 1968 and turned down because of inadequate volume of subjects on this 
index which at that time was approximately 300 persons. As of 7/26/68, the Agitator 
Index contained 570 names reflecting an increase of 270 names in a four-month period. 

It is logical to expect this growth will continue for an appreciable period; therefore, it 
was recommended this idea be adopted. Use of a form for this purpose would alleviate ^ 
considerable typing and handling of these communications and result in a definite saving 
in clerical as well as Agent time. This division noted that Agitator Index subjects are 
sometimes Security Index subjects also and the FD-154 (used for Security Index) is pink. ,

president, UW ttudent E. 1. Brisker, outlines its position 
with regard to its recent activities and insistence for o 
restnicluring of university life where Negro students are 
concerned. It was delivered yesterday to the Faculty Senate 
and is published here in full. 

We, the representatives of the BLACK STUDENT 
UNION, wish to thank, the Faculty Senate for their invi¬ 
tation. We’ve approached this presentation with a strong 
sense of the need for change in the present university’s 
educationai structure. 

Specificaliy, we would like the support of the Facuity 
Senate in three key areas. One, in the area of recruit* 
ment of non-white students. Two, the development of pro¬ 
grams, i.e. remedial and tutoriai, that wili aid newly re¬ 
cruited students in making the difficult transition to uni¬ 
versity life. Three, the development of a Black Studies 
Curriculum which will enable both non-white and while 
students to learn about the culture and life style of such 
groups as Afro-American, Mexi-American, and Indian- 
American peoples. » 


I THE SETTING UP of a Black Studies Curriculufo 
wijbld offer the University an exiciting educational chal¬ 
lenge, a challenge to set up a coui'se of studies tlrat 
would attract scholars and philosophers from all over 
the world. 

The precedent for a course of studies that focuses on 
diverse cultures has already been made. Two examples 
rush quickly to mind. One, the University of Washington 
presently has Scandinavian studies; two, the University 
also has Far Eastern studies. 

Amid all the recent “sound and fury" the Black Stu¬ 
dent Union feels that certain aspects of our demands 
have been interpreted incorrectly. In a certain sense, the 
Black Student Unions' linguistic approach was at fault 
Several examples come to mind. 

One, we use the word “demand” when it was proba¬ 
bly better to use the word “suggest”. The use of the 
word demand gave a distorted image of the Black Stu¬ 
dent Union as a group of fanatic, rabble rousing people. 
Actually, our group was attempting to offer concrete, 
positive solutions to the problems that threaten to perpe¬ 
tuate the cancer of racism. 

A SECOND example was our use of the words “di¬ 
rect and control”. Many sincere white and non-white 
people interpret the words to mean that we were trying: 
to take power away from Dr. Odegaard,- to destroy the 
prestige of a great University, and to tell a brilliant ard 
di|tingui.siied faculty what to teach and how to teach it. 
Wt want to make it crystal clear that while we want In 
participate vigorously in all aspects of the program, 
aie not asking for control. Many people have misundef-

One, we recognize that University should and must di¬ 
rect the activities of the University of Washington. Two, 
we recognize tliat Dr. Odegaard has made some at¬ 
tempts to work for a more humane University communi¬ 
ty. Three, we recognize that concerned students, faculty, 
and administration must come together to find ways to 
cure racism. 

WITH THESE LAST three points in mind, we would 
like the support of the Faculty Senate in the following 
demands. One, we ask Faculty Senate support in expand¬ 
ing University efforts to attract and recruit non-white 
students. In this regard, we would like to set up suppor¬ 
tive services in the following areas — orientation, reme¬ 
dial work and tutorial programs, 

Thyo, we ask Faculty Senate support in developing a 
Black Studies Program that gives both white and non¬ 
white students the exciting opportunity to study the rich 
variety of non-white culture. Non-white students need 
such courses so that they can know more about their 
past heirilage, so that they can develop the cultural base 
that is a necessary foundation for interaction with peo¬ 
ple of other cultures. 

White students need such courses so that they will be 
prepared to interact in positive ways with an eighty per 
cent non-white world, 

KEFIPING THE TWO points above in perspective, 
and realizing tliat we need the resoui'ces and energy of 
students, faculty and administrators; the BSU asks; 1) 
that the Faculty Senate pass a resolution supporting our 
demands and 2) tha't the idea of a black Studies curricu¬ 
lum be placed on the agenda of tlie long range planning 
committee of each department of the various schools 
and colleges of the'University. 

Finally, we must tell the Senate about another 
human problem. The Black Student Union does not have 
many members. We are full time students and we are 
trying to help this University change and become a 
greater University. We find that this has taken an 
enormous amout of our time. We have been required to 
attend many faculty and administrative meetings, too 
many committee meetings, for the good of our studies. 

SOME MEMBFvRS of the Black Student Union want 
to go to graduate school, but if they make C’s they can¬ 
not get in.

A confidential sourc© in a position to fiu’nish 
, reliable information advised on April 17, 1968, that Matthew 
Dublin is one of the loaders of a inilitant group in Jersey 
City called Action Coniraunity Team (ACT), who tries to "siake 
a buck", talks Muslim, and acts like a hustler. The people 
in the community within four blocks of the ACT headquarters 
feel ^7a^mly toward Dublin yet treat him as they would any 
other hustler, 

The "Newai'k Evening News" issue of May 14, 1963, 
describes Dublin as a persistent critic of Jersey City govern¬ 
ment, It notes that he was a star performer at a Model 
Cities Council meeting a few weeks before.
